INTRODUCTION 


East  Carolina  College  was  established  by  an  Act  of  the  North  Carolina  General 
Assembly,  ratified  on  March  8,  1907,  under  the  name  of  East  Carolina  Teachers 
Training  School,  The  Charter  is  found  in  Consolidated  Statutes,  Chapter  96, 

It  was  amended  by  the  Extra  Sessions  in  1920,  1921,  and  1925  and  by  the  General 
Session  of  1957=  The  name  of  the  college  was  changed  to  East  Carolina  Teachers 
College  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1921,  and  to  East  Carolina  College 
by  an  Act  in  1951*  The  General  Assembly  by  an  Act  in  1929  authorized  the  college 
to  grant  the  Master  of  Arts  degree,  and  the  first  such  degree  was  conferred  in 

1933. 

In  1941  the  college  expanded  in  fields  other  than  teacher  preparation  by 
adding  a  liberal  arts  program  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Arts,  At  this  time  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  became  identified  with  the  teacher  education  program. 

The  enrollment  of  East  Carolina  College  for  the  past  five  years  indicates 
the  rapidly  increasing  number  of  students  being  served.  In  the  following  enrollment 
data  from  fall  of  1958  to  fall  of  1962,  the  column  headed  "Net  Enrollment"  represents 
the  number  of  equated  full-time  students.

East  Carolina  College  offers  curricula  leading  to  the  degrees  Bachelor 
of  Science,  Bachelor  of  Music,  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing,  and  Bachelor  of 
Arts  in  various  major  curricular  fields  for  persons  who  do  not  plan  to  become 
teachers.  It  offers  curricula  leading  to  the  degree  Master  of  Arts  in  academic 
fields,  and  to  the  degree  Master  of  Arts  in  Education.  The  college  also  offers 
one-year  and  two-year  courses  at  less  than  bachelor's  degree  level,  and  pre¬ 
professional  courses  for  persons  interested  mainly  in  careers  other  than  teaching. 
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Teacher  preparation  is  a  dominant  activity.  The  institution  provided  598 
graduates  qualified  for  the  North  Carolina  Class  "A"  Certificate  in  the  1961-62 
school  year  (reference:  page  12,  Teacher  Supply  and  Demand  in  North  Carolina, 
1962-63 .  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  Raleigh,  42  pages)  as  the 
leading  producer  of  beginning  teachers  in  the  State.  It  dominated  the  production 
of  beginning  elementary  teachers,  with  a  total  of  237,  compared  to  148  for  the  next 
institution. 

Curricular  offerings  during  the  1962-63  school  year  are  outlined  as  follows: 

I.  BACHELOR'S  DEGREE  CURRICULA 

The  college  offers  the  following  regular  programs  for  four  scholastic 
years'  credit  and  a  bachelor's  degree. 

A.  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  Program.  Distinct  programs  are  offered 
for  those  who  plan  to  become  eligible  for  the  Class  "A"  Certificate 
for  teaching  in: 

1.  Primary  level. 

2.  Grammar  grade  level. 

3.  High  school  subjects. 

4.  Special  subjects  (grades  1-12), 

B.  Bachelor  of  Music  Degree  Program,  For  those  who  may  or  may  not  plan 
to  become  teachers  of  music. 

C.  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  Degree  Program.  For  those  who  may  or 
may  not  plan  to  become  teachers  of  nursing. 

D.  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Medical  Technology  Degree  Program. 

E.  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree  Programs  in  Various  Major  Curricular  Fields. 

Offered  for  those  who  do  not  plan  to  become  teachers. 

II.  MASTER'S  DEGREE  CURRICULA 

The  college  offers  two  distinct  sets  of  programs  for  a  master's  degree: 
one  leads  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  an  academic  major  as  listed  in 
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paragraph  1,  following;  and  the  other  leads  to  the  degree  Master  of  Arts 
in  Education  with  levels  and  specializations  as  listed  in  paragraph  2, 
following. 

A.  Master  of  Arts  in  an  Academic  Ma.jor  Field,  The  degree  Master  of  Arts 
is  offered  in  each  of  the  following  academic  major  fields ,  for  persons 
who  may  or  may  not  plan  to  qualify  for  a  North  Carolina  Graduate  Teacher’s 
Certificate  or  other  certificate  beyond  the  Class  "A”  Certificate  level, 
and/or  for  renewal  of  any  certificate:  Art,  Business,  English,  Health 
and  Physical  Education,  History,  Industrial  Arts,  Mathematics,  Music, 
Psychology,  and  Science.  Usually  those  seeking  a  Master  of  Arts  degree 

do  not  plan  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  North  Carolina,  If  they 
ultimately  apply  for  the  North  Carolina  Graduate  teacher's  certificate, 
they  must  take  additional  work  in  professional  education  courses  to  meet 
certification  requirements . 

B,  Master  of  Arts  in  Education,  by  Teaching  Level  and/or  Subject  Field. 

The  degree  Master  of  Arts  in  Education  is  offered  in:  School  Adminis¬ 
tration;  Elementary  Education;  and  Secondary  Education,  with  a  major 
or  minor  in  Art,  Business,  English,  Geography  (beginning  1963-64) , 
Guidance,  Health  and  Physical  Education,  History,  Industrial  Arts, 

Library  Science,  Mathematics,  Music,  Science,  and  Science  Education. 

III.  ONE- YEAR  AND  TWO-YEAR  UNDERGRADUATE  CURRICULA 

East  Carolina  College  offers  a  two-year  program  in  agriculture,  a  one- 
year  program  in  engineering,  and  a  two-year  program  in  forestry  for  persons 
who  may  or  may  not  plan  to  continue  in  these  fields  at  another  college. 

These  programs  are  designed  for  students  interested  mainly  in  careers  other 
than  teaching. 

The  college  requests  approval  of  the  institution  and  its  programs  for 
preparation  of  teachers  and  other  professional  school  personnel  in  the 
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following  levels ,  subject  areas,  or  specializations, 
binations  thereof.

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UNDERGRADUATE  STANDARDS 


STANDARD  I— OVER-ALL  POLICIES 
A.  Purposes  and  Objectives 

Clearly-defined  statements  of  the  purposes  and  objectives  of  the  College  are 
included  in  the  college  catalog. 

The  purposes  of  the  College,  as  shown  in  the  catalog  and  in  the  self-study 
are  to  provide:  college-level  educational  opportunities  for  the  people  of  North 
Carolina;  cultural  opportunities  for  the  citizens  of  eastern  North  Carolina;  and 
opportunities  for  specialization  in  various  professional  areas  with  emphasis  on 
teacher  education. 

The  over-all  objectives  of  the  College  are  stated  in  relation  to  the  attainment 
of  certain  major  competencies: 

1.  A  sufficiently  comprehensive  acquaintance  with,  and  appreciation  of, 
our  cultural  heritage  and  the  vast  body  of  knowledge  needed  to  help 
one  live  more  effectively  in  a  complex  world  society, 

2.  A  functional  philosophy  of  education  and  life. 

3.  A  background  of  knowledge  in  a  given  orofessional  or  vocation 
to  equip  one  for  a  gainful  occupation  or  for  further  formal 
education  upon  graduation. 

Additional  competencies  for  those  preparing  to  teach  are: 

4.  An  adequate  understanding  of  the  nature  and  nurture  of  children,  of 
the  physical,  mental,  social,  and  emotional  development  of  youth 
through  the  years  of  formal  schooling;  of  the  way  their  interests 
and  attitudes  shift  during  the  process  of  maturation  (together  with 
the  implications  for  teaching) . 

5.  A  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  learning  and  the  techniques  of 
teaching,  together  with  demonstrated  skill  in  the  art  of  guiding 
educational  experiences  of  children. 

6.  Reasonable  mastery  of  the  materials  of  instruction. 

7.  An  understanding  of  responsibilities,  opportunities  and  ideals 

of  the  teaching  profession  together  with  a  knowledge  of  desirable 
personal  relationships  in  the  school  and  community. 

The  college  provides  both  elementary  and  secondary  teacher  education  programs. 
Teachers  are  prepared  in  elementary  education  at  the  primary  and  intermediate  levels. 
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At  the  secondary  level,  teachers  are  prepared  in  art,  business,  English,  foreign 
language,  physical  education  and  health,  home  economics,  industrial  arts,  library 
science,  mathematics,  music,  science,  and  social  studies. 

Within  the  framework  of  the  State-wide  structure  of  public  higher  education. 

East  Carolina  College  is  principally  concerned  with  instructing  and  developing  good 
teachers  rather  than  research  specialists.  This  principal  concern  largely  accounts 
for  the  fact  that  no  major  research  is  currently  being  undertaken  by  members  of  the 
professional  staff.  However,  some  research  is  being  done  when  feasible  within  the 
confines  of  minimum  budget,  a  full  teaching  schedule,  and  a  diversity  of  committee 
assignments. 

B.  Organization  and  Administration 
Over-all.  College  Organization  and  Administration 

The  administrative  organization  of  the  college  as  a  whole  includes  teacher 
education  as  an  integral  part  of  its  organization  framework.  Chart  I  clearly 
outlines  the  organization  of  the  college  as  a  total  institution.  The  Department 
of  Education  is  one  of  fifteen  departments  and  schools  of  the  college. 

The  college  has  36  institution-wide  standing  committees.  Subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  President  of  the  College,  the  Dean  appoints  all  committees  of  the  faculty  and 
serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  each  committee.  Six  of  the  committees  are  chaired 
by  members  of  the  Department  of  Education.  The  six  committees  are:  (1)  Curriculum; 

(2)  Faculty  Welfare;  (3)  Fellowships;  (4)  Graduate;  (5)  Student  Guidance;  and  (6) 
Teacher  Education.  The  department  is  represented  on  14  other  committees. 

Organization  and  Administration  of  Academic  Departments 

The  organizational  arrangement  of  the  academic  departments  is  shown  in  Chart  2. 

The  Dean  of  the  College  has  the  responsibility  for  coordinating  the  work  of  the 
academic  departments. 

One  of  the  objectives  of  the  institution,  as  stated  in  the  self-study  report 
and  the  catalog,  is  to  provide  opportunities  for  specialization  in  various  professional 
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Organization  of  Academic  Departments 


areas  with  emphasis  on  teacher  education.  This  objective  is  recognized  by 
academic  departments  and  there  seems  to  be  a  genuine  interest  and  desire  to  provide 
the  best  program  possible  for  the  preparation  of  teachers.  Each  department  or 
school  provides  a  program  of  courses  for  its  graduates  seeking  State  certification. 

In  addition,  each  academic  department  provides  college  supervisors  of  student  teachers 
in  their  respective  departments.  The  supervisors  work  under  the  supervision  of  their 
departmental  directors  and  the  college  Director  of  Student  Teaching,  This  arrange¬ 
ment  seems  to  be  understood  by  the  parties  involved  and  observations  indicate  that 
it  is  working. 

The  formulation  of  policies  directly  related  to  the  programs  in  the  academic 
areas  is  done  through  the  Policies  Committee  of  the  institution  and  seven  other 
standing  committees  identified  in  Chart  3*  The  Policies  Committee  appears  to 
be  the  most  influential  committee  on  the  campus.  It  consists  of  department 
directors  and  administrative  personnel;  meets  at  the  request  of  the  President; 
receives  committee  reports  and  recommends  them  to  the  faculty  for  approval  or 
disapproval;  and  counsels  with  the  President  and  with  the  Dean,  concerning  policies, 
plans,  and  projects  of  the  college.  Its  purpose  is  to  formulate  policies  governing 
the  faculty  and  the  instructional  program  of  the  institution. 

Minutes  of  all  committee  meetings  are  submitted  to  the  Dean  of  the  College, 
who  in  turn  refers  requests  for  action  either  directly  to  the  Policies  Committee 
or  to  some  related  committee.  Committees  may  also  report  directly  to  the  Policies 
Committee  or  to  the  faculty  in  official  session. 

Following  each  meeting  of  the  Policies  Committee,  minutes  are  sent  to  all 
faculty  members.  Departmental  chairmen  are  required  to  discuss  these  minutes  with 
their  staff  in  regular  departmental  meetings  at  least  monthly. 

Policies  Committee  minutes  are  reviewed  in  the  general  faculty  meetirgs,  and 
official  action  is  taken  where  required.

Organization  and  Administration  of  Teacher  Education 

The  lines  of  supervision  and  coordination  in  the  administration  of  teacher 
education  are  shown  in  Chart  4.  As  indicated  in  the  chart,  the  authority  starts 
with  the  board  of  trustees, and  extends  down  through  the  President,  Dean,  and  to  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Education  who  supervises  nineteen  staff  members,  in¬ 
cluding  the  director  of  student  teaching.  In  actual  practice  the  director  of  the 
Department  of  Education  directs  the  teacher  education  program  for  the  preparation  of 
elementary  teachers  and  coordinates  the  professional  education  program  for  secondary 
teachers.  He  and  the  subject  area  department  directors  cooperate,  including  the

supervision  of  student  teachers „ 

Responsibility  for  developing  and  administering  the  program  for  the  education 
of  teachers  is  shared  by  committees  which  represent  the  education  department,  the 
academic  departments,  the  college  administration,  and  the  faculty  as  a  whole „ 
Teacher-education  work  of  all  committees  is  coordinated  by  the  Teacher  Education 
Committee,  composed  of  22  members  as  follows:  One  college  supervisor  of  student 
teaching  from  each  academic  department;  one  representative  each  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Psychology,  elementary  education,  secondary  education,  guidance,  and  special 
education,  one  person  representing  laboratory  schools;  one  early  childhood  specialist; 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Education  (Chairman);  and  the  Director  of  Student 
Teaching, 

This  Teacher  Education  Committee  formulates  policies  concerning:  (1)  the 
teacher  education  curricula;  (2)  upgrading  of  the  program;  (3)  admissions  to  teacher 
education;  (4)  screening  of  candidates  for  the  student  teaching  program;  and  (5) 
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general  education  for  teachers ,  Recommendations  concerning  teacher  education 
curricula  changes  go  to  the  Curriculum  Committee  and  then,  if  favorably  received, 
to  the  Policies  Committee.  Recommendations  involving  general  education  require¬ 
ments  go  to  the  General  Education  Committee  and  from  there  to  the  Policies  Committee. 
Other  educational  policy  recommendations  go  directly  to  the  Policies  Committee. 

The  Department  of  Education  directs  the  programs  of  all  students  preparing  to 
teach  in  the  elementary  schools,  and  provides  the  professional  education  courses 
for  all  prospective  teachers.  The  Department  of  Psychology  provides  professional 
education  courses  in  the  Pupil  area  for  both  secondary  and  elementary  school  majors. 
Each  department  engaged  in  preparing  teachers  directs  the  programs  of  students 
preparing  to  teach  in  its  field,  and  has  one  or  more  college  supervisors  of  student 
teaching  who  are  administratively  responsible  to  the  director  of  that  department 
and  to  the  Director  of  Student  Teaching  who  administers  the  total  program  of  student 
teaching. 

The  Registrar  of  the  college  has  the  authority  and  the  responsibility  for 
certifying  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  that  each  candidate  has 
completed  the  teacher  education  program  and  is  recommended  for  certification.  The 
college  has  made  plans  for  departmental  directors  to  recommend  their  seniors  to  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Education,  who  will  add  his  recommendation  and  submit 
to  the  Registrar,  (The  Registrar  acts  as  liaison  person  between  the  college  and  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Instruction.) 

These  recommendations  shall  represent  the  approval  or  endorsement  of:  (1)  the 
academic  department  or  departments  in  which  the  candidate  is  to  be  certified ;  and 
(2)  the  Department  of  Education. 
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STANDARD  II— STUDENT  PERSONNEL  PROGRAMS  AND  SERVICES 


A,  Information  to  Students  about  Teaching 
Informing  high  school  students  about  teaching  is  done  through  (1)  official 
bulletins,  (2)  career  days  in  high  schools,  (3)  duplicated  bulletins,  and  (4) 
distribution  of  published  information  on  teaching  as  a  career. 

Students  already  enrolled  in  the  college  are  informed  about  teacher  education 
through  such  organizations  as  (1)  Student  National  Education  Association,  (2)  Phi 
Delta  Kappa,  (4)  Alpha  Delta  Pi,  (5)  Physical  Education  Major’s  Club,  (6)  Industrial 
Arts  Club,  (7)  Home  Economics  Chapter  (a  local  unit  of  the  American  Home  Economics 
Association).  In  addition  to  these  organizations, there  is  a  committee  known  as  the 
Teaching  as  a  Career  Committee,  composed  of  faculty  members  who  are  responsible  for 
promoting  various  means  of  encouraging  students  to  enter  the  teaching  profession. 

B.  Admission  Policies 

All  general  admission  policies  of  East  Carolina  College  are  established  by  the 
Admissions  and  Retention  Committee  composed  of  the  President,  Dean  of  the  College, 
Registrar,  and  six  faculty  representatives.  Policies  established  by  this  committee 
must  be  approved  by  the  Policies  Committee. 

Entrance  requirements  of  the  institution  for  1962-63  are  as  follows: 

1.  For  new  students: 

a.  Certificate  of  graduation  (or  equivalent)  from  an  accredited 
secondary  school  and  a  recommendation  from  the  school  last  attended. 

b.  Sixteen  units  of  secondary  school  credit  including  English  (4  units), 
mathematics  (1  unit),  social  studies  (2  units),  science  (1  unit),  and 
electives  (8  units) . 

c.  A  minimum  score  of  700  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  with  a  minimum 
score  of  300  each  on  the  verbal  and  the  nonverbal  parts  of  the  test. 
Beginning  in  the  fall  of  1963 ,  a  minimum  of  750  total  and  350  each  on 
verbal  and  nonverbal  will  be  required.  Rank  in  top  quartile  of  the 
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student’s  graduating  class  is  recognized,  but  satisfactory  scores 
on  SAT  are  required . 

d.  A  medical  report  properly  completed  by  the  applicant’s  physician. 

2.  Transfer  students  are  admitted  by  submitting: 

a.  An  application  for  admission. 

b.  A  properly  completed  health  certificate. 

c.  A  transcript  of  college  work  from  every  college  previously  attended. 
Transcript (s)  must  show  evidence  that  applicant  is  eligible  to  return 
to  the  last  college  attended  and  has  at  least  an  over- all  ”C"  average 
on  all  previous  college  work. 

3.  For  admission  to  teacher  education: 

Admission  to  teacher  education  is  predicated  upon  admission  to  the  College 
or  transfer  from  a  non-teacher  education  program.  There  are  no  definite 
points  at  which  students  enter  the  teacher  education  program.  Some  departments 
such  as  art,  music,  and  industrial  arts  have  special  admission  requirements 
such  as  departmental  tests  and  interviews.  N0  data  were  available  for  number 
of  applicants  and  enrollees  in  teacher  education  because  college  entrance  is 
the  only  definite  requirement  for  admission  to  teacher  preparation.  Under¬ 
graduate  students  planning  to  be  teachers  are  identifiable  by  classification 
according  to  degree  sought.  Beginning  fall  of  1963-64,  students  will  be 
formally  admitted  to  the  teacher  education  program  at  the  end  of  the  sophomore 
year  or  early  in  the  junior  year.  Applications  for  initial  admission  to  the 
institution  at  all  levels  for  the  1962-63  school  year  totaled  4068.  Of  these 
applicants,  1921  (47$)  enrolled  for  that  year. 

4.  For  assignment  to  elementary  student  teaching: 

Admission  to  student  teaching  for  prospective  elementary  teachers  is  based 
upon  the  following  requirements: 

a.  Senior  classification  with  an  over-all  average  of  "C"» 
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b.  Successful  completion  of  all  required  freshman  and  sophomore  courses; 

English  220a.  (Advanced  English  Grammar),  English  220b  (Advanced  Composi¬ 
tion),  Mathematics  219p  (Teaching  of  Elementary  Arithmetic),  or  Mathe¬ 
matics  219gg  (Teaching  Elementary  Arithmetic) ;  and  all  required  pro¬ 
fessional  education  courses.  All  education  courses  must  have  been  met 
with  at  least  a  grade  of  "C". 

5.  For  assignment  to  secondary  student  teaching: 

Admission  to  student  teaching  for  prospective  secondary  school  teachers  is 
based  upon: 

a.  Senior  classification  with  an  over-all  average  of  "C". 

b.  Average  of  11 C"  on  all  work  in  the  area  of  certification 0 

c.  Successful  completion  of  Education  223M  (Social  Studies  Methodology), 

C.  Retention  Policies 

Retention  requirements  in  the  College  and  in  the  teacher  education  programs  are 
almost  identical. 

1.  For  retention  in  the  college. 

For  college  retention,  an  undergraduate  student  must  have  his  grade 
point  average  up  to  the  "C"  level  at  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year  and 
maintain  a  "C"  average  after  the  sophomore  year. 

2.  For  retention  in  teacher  education. 

In  addition  to  the  above  regulation,  undergraduate  students  in  teacher 
education  must  maintain  a  "C"  average  in  a  major  field  and  a  "C"  average 
in  all  courses  taken  in  the  Department  of  Education, 

D.  Ranking  of  High  School  Students  k/ho  Enroll 
Derived  data  indicate  a  decline  in  the  percentage  of  total  students  at  the 
college  in  the  top  quartile  of  their  high  school  graduating  class  and  an  increase  in 
the  students  coming  from  the  lower  quartiles.  A  comparison  of  entering  freshmen,  or 
of  graduating  seniors,  over  the  same  period,  would  be  more  reliable  indicators  of 
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quality  of  students  as  reflected  by  rank  in  their  high  school  classes,  since 
attrition  between  matriculation  and  graduation  must  be  taken  into  account.  Never¬ 
theless,  only  67  per  cent  of  the  1962-63  freshmen  were  in  the  upper  half  of  their 
high  school  classes.

E.  Ranking  on  National  Teacher  Examination 

From  April  i960  through  October  1962  the  number  of  East  Carolina  College  students 
who  took  the  National  Teacher  Examination  was  1327.  This  examination  is  required  for 
certification  in  North  Carolina.  The  highest  score  achieved  by  a  person  in  this  group 
was  768;  the  lowest  was  333;  and  the  mean  score  was  568. 11,  somewhat  lower  than  the 
national  mean  of  600. 

F.  Records 

All  official  student  records  are  kept  in  the  Registrar’s  Office.  Faculty  advisors 
maintain  unofficial  folders  in  their  offices.  All  records  are  available  to  faculty 
members  and  administrative  officers. 

1.  Official  folder  on  each  student: 

The  Registrar's  Office  keeps  an  official  folder  for  each  student,  to  include 

the  following  contents. 

a.  Hours  and  quality  points  per  quarter,  and  total  hours  and  points  earned 
by  student. 

b.  Individual  grade  sheets. 
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c.  Class  grade  sheet  from  each  instructor. 

d.  Any  "change  of  grade"  slips. 

e.  Withdrawal  record. 

f.  "Drop"  and  "Add"  record. 

g.  Transcripts,  recommendations,  and  scores  for  standardized  tests. 

h.  Application  forms. 

i.  All  formal  correspondence,  or  copy  thereof,  to,  from,  or  about 
the  student. 

j.  Document  of  action  by  disciplinary  committee. 

2.  Unofficial  folder: 

An  unofficial  folder  for  students  being  advised  is  maintained  by  some 
faculty  members,  usually  including  a  list  of  courses  completed  and  courses 
current,  a  grade  sheet  for  each  quarter  of  work  completed,  a  profile  of 
test  scores,  the  student's  permanent  mailing  address,  and  appropriate 
correspondence  related  to  the  student  and  his  advisor. 

G.  Placement  Service 

Of  the  total  626  students  completing  the  teacher  education  program  (bachelor 
of  science  degree)  from  the  fall  of  i960  through  the  summer  of  1961,  the  number 
registering  with  the  East  Carolina  College  Placement  Office  was  495-  Of  this  number, 
348  accepted  teaching  positions;  34  entered  non-teaching  employment;  8  entered  military 
service;  16  entered  in  graduate  study;  14  became  housewives;  and  ho  information  is 
available  on  55 « 

The  Placement  Office  has  very  little  information  on  graduate  students  at  East 
Carolina  College.  Apparently  students  at  the  graduate  level  secure  positions  through 
other  means.  In  most  cases,  they  are  already  employed  as  teachers,  supervisors,  or 
principals . 

H.  Faculty  Advisors  and  Counseling 

When  a  freshman  enters  a  department  or  school,  he  is  assigned  to  a  faculty  member 
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for  advisement  and  counseling. 


1.  Advisors  for  students  not  enrolled  in  department  of  education: 

Normally,  students  who  do  not  plan  to  become  teachers  remain  with  the  same 
advisor  for  the  entire  four  years  of  undergraduate  work.  Patterns  of 
advisement  in  some  departments  other  than  the  Department  of  Education  in¬ 
clude  the  assignment  of  all  freshmen  in  the  department  to  one  advisor,  all 
sophomores  to  one  advisor,  all  juniors  to  one,  and  all  seniors  to  the 
director  of  the  department.  Students  in  this  pattern  shift  from  one  advisor 
to  another  as  they  progress. 

2.  Advisors  for  students  enrolled  in  department  of  education: 

When  a  student  is  accepted  for  teacher  preparation  in  the  Department  of 
Education,  he  is  assigned  to  the  supervisor  of  student  teaching  in  the 
department  or  school  of  his  major  subject;  or,  if  preparing  for  elementary 
teaching,  he  is  assigned  to  an  elementary  teaching  supervisor  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education.  Conferences  are  held  each  quarter  to  discuss  the  courses 
to  be  followed  during  the  next  quarter.  Each  advisor  observes  regularly 
scheduled  office  hours  for  additional  conferences  at  the  convenience  of  the 
student . 

3.  Advisor's  Records  and  Procedure 

Each  advisor  keeps  a  file  record  on  each  student  assigned  to  him.  Each 
student  has  the  opportunity  and  responsibility  to  keep  his  personal  file 
records  in  order,  at  the  advisor's  office.  The  advisor  determines  if  the 
student  is  meeting  all  requirements  and  prerequisites  toward  his  proposed 
degree  and/or  career  aims.  The  student  selects  elective  courses  in 
cooperation  with  his  advisor.  The  advisor  attempts  to  help  the  student 
overcome  any  academic  weaknesses,  and  develop  maximum  strength  in  the  student's 
area  of  specialization. 

When  a  student  has  144  quarter  hours  of  college  work,  he  confers  with  his 
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advisor,  and  checks  the  records  carefully  to  determine  what  requirements 
have  been  met .  The  advisor  prepares  three  copies  of  a  summary  sheet  showing 
the  remaining  requirements  for  graduation;  he  sends  one  copy  of  the  summary 
sheet  to  the  Registrar's  Office,  and  one  copy  to  the  departmental  office. 

The  student  retains  one  copy.  When  the  student  applies  for  graduation,  a 
staff  member  in  the  Registrar's  Office  rechecks  to  see  if  all  requirements 
have  been  met  for  graduation.  If  any  mistake  has  been  made,  the  student  must 
meet  the  requirements  for  the  degree. 

The  services  of  the  director  of  the  department  are  available  for  academic 
advisement  and  counseling.  Many  students  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 
In  addition,  unusual  cases  that  warrant  more  guidance  attention  are  referred 
to  the  College  guidance  counselors. 

I.  Follow-up  Program 

The  follow-up  program  on  teacher  education  graduates  is  on  a  limited  basis.  The 
Registrar  mailed  out  172  questionnaires  on  November  18,  I960,  to  the  principals  of 
teachers  who  were  graduated  from  East  Carolina  College  in  May  and  who  had  begun  their 
teaching  careers  that  September.  In  all,  1R8  principals  replied.  They  rated  the 
East  Carolina  College  graduates  as  follows:

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STANDARD  III— FACULTY 


A.  Professional  Education  Faculty 

The  faculty  for  professional  education  of  undergraduate  prospective  teachers 
consists  of  nineteen  full-time  members.  This  does  not  include  persons  teaching 
specific  methods  in  each  academic  department  or  faculty  members  in  the  Department 
of  Psychology  who  teach  courses  attended  by  prospective  teachers. 

The  ranks  of  Professor  or  Associate  Professor  are  held  by  a  greater  proportion 
of  the  Department  of  Education  faculty  than  of  the  total  faculty.

Faculty  members  in  professional  education  have  had  an  average  of  22.6  years  of 
professional  experience.  Many  have  had  experience  at  the  elementary,  secondary,  and 
college  level.  All  have  had  some  public  school  experience. 

There  is  evidence  that  each  member  of  the  professional  education  faculty  has  an 
interest  in  teaching  and  in  his  professional  growth.  Faculty  members  are  active  in 
local,  regional,  and  national  professional  organizations.  Individual  faculty  members 
have  been  active  in  the  development  of  standards  and  guidelines  for  the  State's  approved 
program  of  teacher  education. 

Teaching  Load  of  Faculty 

The  maximum  teaching  load  is  sixteen  quarter  hours.  Any  classes  taught  in  ex¬ 
tension  are  recognized  as  part  of  the  sixteen-hour  limit.  The  normal  load  is  thirteen 
to  fifteen  hours  per  quarter  for  teachers  of  undergraduate  classes,  and  less  for  those 
teaching  graduate  classes  exclusively.  Faculty  members  supervising  student  teachers 
have  been  credited  with  one  quarter  hour  for  each  two  students  supervised.  Beginning 
in  the  fall  of  1963  this  will  be  changed  to  1  1/3  quarter  hours  for  each  student.  At 
the  present  time  the  student  teaching  load  is  heavy.  However,  the  administration  has 
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indicated  that  beginning  in  the  fall  of  1963  no  teacher  will  supervise  more  than  20 
student  teachers.  All  members  of  the  Department  of  Education  are  on  at  least  one 
institution-wide  committee,  and  several  members  belong  to  more  than  one. 

Institution's  Program 
To  Improve  Professional  Competence 

The  Department  of  Education  has  had  three  directors  during  the  past  five  years 
because  of  promotions  and  other  changes  of  administrative  personnel.  Two  members 
have  completed  their  doctorates  during  the  period.  No  research  leaves  have  been 
granted  during  this  period  to  members  of  the  department.  Several  faculty  members 
hold  or  have  held  important  offices  in  educational  and  professional  associations 
in  the  State  and  have  been  on  important  State-wide  committees. 

The  institution  does  not  provide  leaves  with  pay.  However,  leave  of  absence 
without  pay  is  readily  granted  without  loss  of  tenure  or  rank  for  those  who  wish 
to  engage  in  further  study.  Each  department  has  funds  allocated  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  faculty  members  in  attending  scholarly  and  professional  meetings.  Regular 
meetings  of  the  Department  of  Education  are  held  monthly.  Frequently  these  meetings 
are  devoted  to  consideration  of  such  matters  as  changes  in  curriculum  patterns  and 
evaluation  of  the  total  program  of  teacher  education  at  the  College. 

B.  Academic  Faculty 

By  subject-matter  areas,  the  academic  faculty  is  as  follows: 

Art 

There  are  11+  full-time  instructors  in  the  art  program.  Three  departmental  faculty 
members  hold  doctor's  degrees  and  10  hold  master's  degrees  in  art. 

Business  Education 

There  are  36  full-time  faculty  members,  one  person  devoting  l/3  time,  and  six 
graduate  students  teaching  courses  in  the  School  of  Business.  Distribution  by  rank 
is  as  follows:  8  professors,  7  associate  professors;  16  assistant  professors;  and 
5  instructors.  Ten  members  of  the  faculty  hold  the  doctor's  degree.  All  other  faculty 
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members  other  than  graduate  assistants  and  one  regular  faculty  member  have  the 
equivalent  of  a  graduate  major  in  business.  The  latter  person  possesses  an  LL.B. 
and  is  (in  1963)  on  a  one-year  leave  of  absence  working  on  an  LL.M,  degree.  All 
faculty  members  have  undergraduate  training  in  each  area  of  business  curriculum  area 
taught.  All  faculty  members  have  had  graduate  courses  in  business  law,  management, 
marketing,  finance,  and  economics. 

Distributive  Education 

There  is  one  part-time  coordinator.  Four  other  faculty  members  of  the  School 
of  Business  teach  courses  in  the  distributive  education  area.  Only  the  part-time 
coordinator  has  a  graduate  major  in  distributive  education. 

English 

The  Departmental  staff  numbers  41,  of  whom  17  hold  the  Ph.D.,  2  the  Ed.D., 

1  the  S.T.D.,  and  the  remaining  the  M.  A.  In  graduate  preparation  for  the  assigned 
areas  of  teaching,  excluding  composition,  10  have  had  none  (much  of  which  is  speech 
and  grammar),  2  have  had  six  semester  hours  or  less,  and  17  have  had  43  semester  hours 
or  more.  The  number  with  none  or  six  semester  hours  or  less  of  preparation  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  freshman  grammar  courses  have  no  graduate  preparation 
counterpart . 

Foreign  Language 

The  foreign  language  staff  numbers  11  full-time  instructors .  Of  these  three 
hold  the  Ph.D.  and  one  the  equivalent  in  three  diplomas.  Two  hold  the  Doctor  of 
Laws  and  one  the  Doctor  of  Economics  and  four  the  M.  A.  These  three  persons  are 
teaching  in  their  native  language.  All  but  one  have  earned  more  than  30  graduate 
hours  in  the  principal  teaching  area  (the  one  is  a  French  native),  but  three  have 
less  than  30  in  the  second  area. 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

The  health  and  physical  education  department  staff  consists  of  21  full-time 
faculty  members.  The  department  also  provides  general  education  courses  in  health 
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and  physical  education  for  the  entire  college  student  body.  Five  faculty  members, 
including  the  chairman  of  the  department,  have  the  earned  doctorate.  The  remaining 
members  have  the  master's  degree. 

Home  Economics 

The  home  economics  department  consists  of  seven  full-time  and  two  part-time 
faculty  members.  The  chairman  of  the  department  possesses  the  doctorate  and  the 
other  seven  members  have  master's  degrees  in  home  economics. 

Industrial  Arts 

The  staff  of  the  industrial  arts  department  consists  of  nine  full-time  faculty 
members;  two  of  which,  including  the  chairman  of  the  department , have  the  earned 
doctorate.  The  remaining  seven  staff  members  have  the  master's  degree  in  addition 
to  teaching  experience  in  the  public  schools. 

Library  Science 

The  library  science  faculty  is  inextricably  connected  with  the  library  staff. 
There  is  one  full-time  faculty  member  and  two  half-time  faculty  members.  All  faculty 
members  have  the  master's  degree  and  special  degrees  in  library  science.  No  listed 
faculty  member  has  the  doctor's  degree. 

Mathematics 

The  faculty  in  the  mathematics  department  consists  of  16  full-time  members  and 
two  graduate  assistants.  Three  of  the  faculty  members  have  a  doctor's  degree  and 
all  but  two  of  the  full-time  faculty  members  have  a  graduate  major  in  mathematics. 
There  are  four  professors,  four  associate  professors,  six  assistant  professors,  and 
two  instructors. 

Music 

The  music  department  faculty  consists  of  24  full-time  members.  Five  of  this 
group  hold  the  doctorate  and  the  remainder  (19)  hold  master's  degrees  in  music. 

Science 

Of  the  26  full-time  faculty  members  in  science,  14  hold  the  Ph.D.,  four  the 
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Ed.D,  five  the  M.  A.  or  M.  So,  and  three  the  M.  Ed0  or  MoS.Ed.  Twenty-three  of 
the  26  teach  some  general  education  courses. 

Social  Studies 

The  social  studies  faculty  is  composed  of  31  members.  Ten  possess  the  master® s 
degree  and  21  the  doctor's  degree.  One  person  teaches  one  or  more  courses  in  a 
subject  in  which  he  has  had  no  preparation.  One  person  teaches  one  or  more  courses 
in  a  subject  in  which  he  has  had  three  hours'  preparation  and  one  person  teaches  one 
or  more  courses  in  which  he  has  had  six  hours®  preparation.  This  situation  arose 
when  persons  in  history  were  assigned  to  teach  the  introductory  course  in  Government. 
Beginning  in  the  fall,  1963 ,  there  will  be  a  separate  department  of  Political  Science 
and  the  above  situation  will  be  remedied.

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STANDARD  IV— UNDERGRADUATE  CURRICULA 


East  Carolina  College  offers  three  four-year  curricula  which  lead  to  the 
B.S.  Degree  and  which  are  specifically  organized  to  qualify  persons  to  teach. 
These  curricula  provide  teacher  preparation  for  certification  in  primary  level 
grades,  the  grammar  level  grades,  and  secondary  school  level  teacher  preparation 
and  specialization  in  the  certificate  areas  of  art,  business,  English,  foreign 
languages,  home  economics,  industrial  arts,  library  science,  mathematics,  music, 
health  and  physical  education,  science,  and  social  studies.  Each  of  these 
curricula  requires  a  total  of  190  quarter  hours  or  more  of  instruction  which 
include  general  education,  subject  field  specialization,  and  professional 
education  courses.  This  section  of  the  report  will  describe  the  distribution 
of  the  student  body  among  these  curricula  and  present  the  course  requirements  for 
each  curriculum. 


A .  The  Student  Body 

During  the  fall  quarter,  1963,  of  the  approximately  fifty-six  hundred 
students,  967  were  enrolled  in  the  Department  of  Education  and  in  the  curricula  to 
prepare  primary  and  grammar  grade  teachers;  2,613  additional  students  were  enrolled 
for  the  B.S.  Degree  curriculum  in  some  area  of  high  school  or  special  subject 
specialization.  This  is  almost  63  per  cent  of  the  total  student  body  and  more  than 
68  per  cent  of  the  undergraduate  student  body.  The  following  chart  reports  the 
total  number  of  students  registered  in  each  school  or  department  which  offered 
a  teacher  education  curricula  and  the  number  who  were  pursuing  this  preparations

Of  790  seniors  586  were  preparing  to  teach;  154  of  them  in  elementary 
schools  and  431  in  the  high  school  and  special  subject  areas. 

B.  General  Education 

The  program  of  required  general  education  for  prospective  teachers  totals 
a  minimum  of  85  quarter  hours.,  or  45  per  cent  of  the  course  hours  necessary  to 
complete  a  four-year  curriculum.  All  of  these  courses  are  offered  by  the  school 
or  department  of  specialization  as  a  service  to  the  students  of  all  departments 
whether  in  pursuit  of  a  B.S.  or  B.A.  Degree.  Some  schools  and  departments  make 
additional  specifications  within  the  area  and  specify  additional  general  education 
courses.  This  restricts  the  choice  of  electives  that  exists  in  the  general 
education  program  and  in  one  or  two  cases  imposes  additional  subject  specialization 

The  courses  which  meet  the  requirements  of  each  guideline  under  Standard  IV 
are  listed  and  the  exceptions  specified  or  required  by  each  school  or  department 
are  cited.

The  requirements  specified  range  from  a  minimum  concentration 
of  50  quarter  hours  in  a  given  foreign  language  to  103  quarter  hours  required  by 
the  School  of  Music— a  variation  from  approximately  26  per  cent  to  55  per  cent  of 
the  quarter  hours  required  for  graduation.  For  each  field  of  specialization,  the 
number  of  hours  and  the  per  cent  of  the  total  program  devoted  to  subject-matter 
specialization,  and  also  the  courses  which  meet  the  requirements  of  each  guideline 
are  listed.  Courses  which  are  cited  for  more  than  one  guideline  or  are  also  cited 
for  general  or  professional  education  guidelines  will  be  separately  noted;  required 
courses  are  marked  with  an  asterisk.

The  professional  education  sequences  are  substantially  the  same  for  each 
curricula;  modifications  are  made  to  adjust  individual  courses  to  the  age  of 
the  pupils  which  the  students  expect  to  teach,  and  slight  additions  and  variations 
in  specific  courses  which  are  required  by  the  nature  of  school  organization  at 
each  level.  The  entry  of  individual  courses  under  more  than  one  guideline  should 
also  be  noted;  this  is  necessary  to  accurately  identify  the  true  scope  of  the

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STANDARD  V— PROFESSIONAL  LABORATORY  EXPERIENCES 


Although  no  statement  of  purposes  and  objectives  of  the  program  in  professional 
laboratory  experiences  is  listed,  there  is  a  mutual  understanding  of  these  purposes 
and  objectives  among  those  concerned.  This  understanding  seems  to  lead  to 
supervised  experiences  similar  to  those  of  actual  teaching. 

An  organization  for  the  administration  and  supervision  of  student  teaching 
is  provided  through  the  full-time  Director  of  Student  Teaching  who  administers 
and  coordinates  the  entire  student  teaching  program,  working  cooperatively  with 
the  professional  and  academic  college  staff  and  the  public  school  personnel 
involved. 

A.  Admission  to  Student  Teaching 

Criteria  for  determining  admission  to  student  teaching  include  the  following: 

1.  Approval  by  advisor,  college  department,  and  the  supervisor  of  student 
teaching, 

2.  Completion  of  departmental  sequence  of  professional  courses. 

3.  Classification  as  a  senior, 

4.  Over-all  academic  average  of  nC". 

5.  A  grade  of  not  less  than  '‘C"  in  the  appropriate  methods  course. 

6.  Good  health  (evidenced  by  a  certificate  signed  by  a  physician). 

7.  An  acceptable  student  citizenship  record. 

Some  pre-student  teaching  preparatory  experiences  are  given  as  part  of  the 
sequential  professional  courses  and  academic  courses.  The  projected  student  teacher 
assignment  for  each  student  is  made  in  advance  so  that  the  student  will  have  time 
to  observe  and  participate  in  the  kind  of  class  he  will  teach. 

B.  Criteria  for  Cooperating  Schools 

The  selection  of  off-campus  cooperating  elementary  and  secondary  schools 
for  student  teaching  is  based  upon  the  following  criteria: 

1.  School  must  be  on  the  list  of  schools  accredited  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
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2.  The  local  board  of  education  must  approve  the  use  of  the  school  as 
a  laboratory  center. 

3*  School  principal  must  approve  of  the  use  of  the  school. 

4.  School  must  be  located  within  service  area  of  the  College. 

5.  Adequate  housing  for  student  teachers  must  be  available  if  the  school 
is  over  twenty-five  miles  from  the  campus. 

C .  Criteria  for  the  Supervising  Teachers 

The  selection  of  supervising  teachers  in  elementary  and  secondary  schools  is 
based  upon  the  following  stated  criteria: 

1.  The  supervising  teacher  must  be  recommended  by  the  school  principal. 

2.  As  far  as  possible,  the  supervising  teacher  is  required  to  have  a 
master’s  degree  and  at  least  three  years  of  successful  teaching 
experience . 

3.  The  teacher  must  express  a  willingness  to  accept  appointment  as  a 
supervising  teacher. 

D.  Coordination  with  Cooperating  Elementary  and  Secondary  School  Personnel 

A  College  faculty  member  is  assigned  to  serve  as  the  faculty  supervisor  of 
a  group  of  student  teaching  candidates.  The  faculty  supervisor  plans  the  student 
teaching  assignment  of  the  candidate,  including  coordination  with  the  school 
principal  concerned.  Then  the  faculty  supervisor  and  the  candidate  have  a 
joint  planning  session  with  the  assigned  supervising  teacher  or  teachers  in  the 
school , 

Each  supervising  teacher  in  a  cooperating  elementary  or  secondary  school  has 
no  more  than  two  student  teachers  assigned  at  a  time,  and  for  not  more  than  two 
quarters  in  an  academic  year. 

E.  Evaluation  of  Student  Teaching 

The  college  continuously  evaluates  individual  student  teacher  performance, 
through  faculty  supervisors  of  student  teachers.  Also,  it  systematically  evaluate 
the  over-all  program  of  student  teaching.  Instruments  used  in  program  evaluation 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to:  questionnaires  to  graduates  after  teaching  one 
year;  questionnaires  or  conferences  with  school  officials  who  have  employed  the 
graduating  teachers;  and,  from  the  student  teacher’s  viewpoint,  the  opportunity  to 
submit  a  written  evaluation  of  his  experience  at  the  end  of  his  student  teaching 


assignment . 
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STANDARD  VI— FACILITIES,  EQUIPMENT,  AND  MATERIALS 

Directly  or  indirectly,  all  facilities  at  East  Carolina  College  are  related 
to  the  teacher  education  program.  The  Department  of  Education  is  housed  in  Rawl 
Building,  one  of  the  newest  campus  buildings  offering  many  modern  conveniences, 
including  air  conditioning, 

A,  Office  Space 

Each  member  of  the  Department  of  Education  staff  has  a  private  office. 

Filing  cabinets  and  bookcases  are  located  in  each  office, 

B,  Classrooms 

1,  Rawl  Building:  Nine  classrooms  in  Rawl  Building  are  devoted  to 
professional  education  and  are  located  on  three  floors.  The  classrooms  vary  in 
seating  capacity  from  25  in  small  rooms  to  about  175  in  Rawl  Auditorium, 

Each  classroom  is  equipped  ivith  a  lectern,  desks,  chairs,  and  chalkboards 
which  seem  to  be  adequate. 

Three  rooms  are  available  for  special  diagnostic  and  remedial  work.  Two 
rooms  are  located  on  the  third  floor  and  are  used  as  a  reading  laboratory  and 
clinic.  The  third  room,  located  on  the  first  floor,  is  used  as  a  speech  and 
hearing  clinic  and  is  quite  small.  Each  room  is  equipped  for  its  intended 
purpose . 

Rawl  Building  does  not  have  rooms  set  up  especially  for  seminar  groups  or 
special  project  participants.  Seminar  work,  whenever  done,  is  carried  on  in 
regular  small  classrooms  equipped  with  tables. 

All  classroom  space  in  Rawl  Building  is  equipped  with  electrical  outlets, 
projection  screens,  and  shades.  Two  classrooms  are  provided  with  blackout  shades 
or  drapes.  Rooms  with  one-way  vision  mirrors  are  available  to  the  Departments 
of  Education  and  Psychology,  In  addition,  luminescent  screens  are  available  for 
use  in  classrooms  without  blackout  shades.  Closed-circuit  television  is  in  use 
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on  the  campus,  but  has  not  been  extended  for  use  in  Rawl  Building.  Use  of  this 
media  is  expected  in  a  new  education  building  when  constructed. 

2.  Other  Buildings;  Other  classroom  space,  elsewhere  on  the  campus,  is 
available  if  needed. 

G.  Materials  Center 

Textbooks,  audiovisual  materials  and  devices,  and  guides  for  units  of 
instruction  are  housed  almost  completely  in  Joyner  Library,  the  main  campus 
library.  Here,  the  severe  limitation  of  space  does  not  permit  central  location 
of  these  materials;  hence,  they  are  maintained  in  varying  locations  in  the 
library.  The  Education  Department  feels  that  these  laboratories  should  be  housed 
in  Rawl  Building  where  concentration  of  professional  study  takes  place;  however, 
present  limitation  of  space  prevents  consideration  of  this  change. 

D„  Library 

The  professional  education  library  is  housed  in  Joyner  Library,  as  are  other 
books  representing  other  campus  departments  and  schools.  Space  needs  in  the 
library  are  acute.  Joyner  Library  was  designed  to  serve  1,800  students.  Now  it 
serves  about  5,800  students.  The  College  administration  gives  appropriate  priority 
to  its  efforts  for  obtaining  adequate  library  space  as  soon  as  possible. 

1.  Publications;  About  216,685  volumes  are  available  in  the  library;  about 
50,000  are  in  the  area  of  professional  education.  Library  holdings  will  be 
increased  when  additional  library  space  is  available. 

Over  750  periodicals  are  available  in  the  library.  At  least  150  of  these 
may  be  classified  as  educational  periodicals  contributing  directly  to  professional 
education  preparation.  Most  of  these  are  filed  and  maintained  in  the  library 
stacks.  Current  editions  generally  are  not  available  on  periodical  shelves,  but 
must  be  obtained  through  the  circulation  desk.  Pamphlets  and  curriculum  guides 
and  studies  are  available  through  the  circulation  desk. 
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At  least  25  per  cent  of  the  library  budget  is  spent  in  the  area  of  pro¬ 
fessional  education,  including,  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  1,  1962,  about 
$18,500  for  books  and  $1,100  for  professional  education  periodicals .  Requests 
by  faculty  members  for  individual  copies  of  books  are  honored  almost  without 
exception. 

2.  Audiovisuals  The  Library  is  the  chief  source  of  audio-visual  instructional 
materials  and  devices.  Equipment  is  on  loan  to  all  College  departments  and  schools, 
some  on  permanent  assignment  .* 

a.  Materials- — Among  the  audiovisual  materials  available  through  the 

library  are  approximately  1,050  photographs,  636  maps,  40  slides, 

385  filmstrips,  and  48  recordings. 

The  college  obtains  sound  motion  picture  films,  and  filmstrips,  through 
the  Bureau  of  Audiovisual  Education,  Extension  Division,  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C.  Other  materials  needed  are  rented  or  purchased. 

b.  Equipment— -The  following  teaching  devices  are  available: 

(1)  two  controlled  readers 

(2)  four  audiometers 

(3)  six  tape  recorders 

(4)  three  record  players 

(5)  one  opaque  projector 

(6)  two  overhead  projectors 

(7)  one  rearview  projector 

(8)  four  shadowscopes 

(9)  seven  slide  and  filmstrip  projectors 

(10)  six  16  mm  sound  projectors 

(11)  two  telebinoculars 

(12)  one  Timex  V446. 

Because  of  severe  space  limitations,  curriculum  laboratory  materials  are 
placed  in  several  locations  within  the  library.  The  main  curriculum  laboratory  is 
in  a  room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  library,  and  also  serves  as  a  classroom  for 
English  and  mathematics,  complicating  the  use  of  the  library  collection  located 
in  this  room.  Crowded  conditions  will  be  alleviated  by  the  construction  of  a  new 
building.  Curriculum  studies  and  courses  of  studies  on  the  elementary  and 
secondary  school  level,  cataloged  in  the  main  library,  do  not  contain  some  of  the 
more  up-to-date  publications.  Testing  materials  are  limited  and  not  up-tc-date. 

Most  State  adopted  basal  and  supplementary  textbooks  used  in  North  Carolina 
Public  Schools,  grades  1-12,  are  displayed  in  the  curriculum  laboratory.  In  an 


adjacent  room  are  many  other  books  not  on  the  list,  including  school  library  books 
and  the  supplementary  readers  used  in  North  Carolina  over  the  past  25  years, 
reference  books  and  encyclopedias,  and  other  materials.  This  room  is  used  also 
as  a  laboratory  for  library  science  majors, 

E,  Laboratory  School 

A  teaching  laboratory  school  on  the  campus,  Wahl-Coates  Laboratory  School, 
grades  1  through  6,  is  cooperatively  operated  with  the  Greenville  Public  Schools, 
Enrollment  is  over  500  pupils,  and  the  regular  faculty  is  about  20  certificated 
persons.  The  College  uses  the  school  for  experimentation,  demonstration,  and 
some  of  its  student  teaching.  The  Wahl-Coates  School  is  in  one  of  the  oldest 
and  most  out-of-date  buildings  on  the  campus,  and  is  in  need  of  renovation  and 
improvement.  Library  facilities  are  currently  being  expanded  and  should  be 
adequate  for  the  school  program  when  completed.  The  College  projects  plans 
for  a  new  laboratory  school. 


F„  Special  Facilities 

Whenever  possible,  college  owned  cars,  used  primarily  by  the  Extension 
Department,  are  provided  to  faculty  and  staff  for  trips  to  State,  regional, 
and  national  professional  meetings. 

Currently,  no  enclosed  exhibit  space  is  available  to  the  Department  of 
Education.  Hall  bulletin  or  tack  boards  are  available, 

G.  Improvements  Planned 

Plans  to  improve  the  facilities,  equipment,  and  materials  for  teacher 
education  include  projected ; 

1.  Construction  of  a  new  Education  and  Psychology  Building  to  provides 
more  office  and  classroom  space;  special  laboratories  for  materials  of  instruction 
more  adequate  rooms  for  diagnostic  and  remedial  work;  better  facilities  for  small- 
group  conferences  and  seminar  work;  storage  space  for  supplies  and  instructional 
materials;  and  facilities  for  speech  and  guidance  centers. 
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2.  Improved  use  of  space  in  Joyner  Library  to  provide  an  enlarged  centrally 
located  space  for  the  Curriculum  Laboratory  Library,  which  will  be  available  to 
students  full  time.  Additional  materials  will  be  purchased  and  added  at  that 
time . 

3°  Construction  of  an  addition  to  Joyner  Library,  with  resulting  improvement 
of  the  over-all  contributions  of  the  library. 

4.  Construction  of  a  new  building  for  the  campus  laboratory  school,  affecting 
improvement  in  opportunities  for  observation,  demonstration,  experimentation,  and 
student  teaching. 

H.  Fardlitias,  Equipment,  and  Materials..;.  Ry  SnhjR.c.f.j-Mattar  Area 

Art 

Nine  classrooms  in  the  Rawl  Building  are  assigned  to  the  art  department. 

Business  Education 

All  types  of  machines,  calculators,  and  audio-visual  aids  required  for  the 
teaching  of  business  were  present.  The  School  of  Business  is  currently  housed 
in  a  new  building  with  three  other  departments,  the  Extension  Division,  the 
offices  of  the  Director  of  Graduate  studies,  and  the  offices  of  the  Director  of 
Public  Relations.  Additional,  space  for  the  School  is  desired. 

Distributive  Education 

The  part-time  coordinator  states  that  any  equipment  or  materials  needed 
or  requested  have  been  provided. 

English 

All  but  three  of  the  139  classes  offered  winter  quarter  1962-63  are  housed 
in  Austin  Building,  with  adequate  classroom  space  but  highly  inadequate  office 
space.  The  building  is  nearing  obsolescence  and  will  be  replaced  shortly. 

Foreign  Language 

Office  and  classroom  space  are  adequate.  The  language  laboratory,  well 
designed  and  maintained,  though'  small  and  already  overcrowded,  provides  modern 
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facilities.,  It  is  adequately  but  not  heavily  provided  with  tapings  of  typical 
examinations ,  local  readings,  and  readings  by  current  authors. 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

The  classrooms,  gym  space,  dressing  rooms  and  facilities,  paved  outdoor 
activity  area,  office,  and  conference  space— the  total  health  and  physical 
education  plant- — -is  extremely  limited  and  limits  the  effectiveness  of  this 
program.  Plans  for  a  new  field  house,  primarily  for  boys,  with  attendant 
outside  activity  areas  has  the  preliminary  approval  of  the  State  Legislature. 
Final  approval  would  enable  its  use  in  approximately  two  years.  The  present 
facility  would  then  be  used  for  girls. 

Home  Economics 

The  home  economics  department  is  housed  in  Flanagan  Hall  with  some  space 
allocated  on  the  first  and  ground  floors. 

The  space  consists  of  a  clothing  and  textile  laboratory;  one  foods  lab¬ 
oratory;  home  furnishing  laboratory  combined  with  space  formerly  allotted  to 
household  equipment  only;  one  lecture  room  shared  by  several  staff  members; 
a  nursery  school;  a  large  office  space,  partitioned  for  the  secretary,  a  small 
waiting  room  and  the  director’s  office;  and  a  social  area  (living-dining  room 
with  small  food  service  area  adjacent). 

The  department  has  access  to  a  large  room  used  for  club  meetings,  film 
showing  and  the  like. 

On  the  ground  floor,  space  has  been  renovated  for  a  second  clothing 
laboratory;  a  multipurpose  room,  enlarged  or  decreased  in  size  by  an  accordion 
door.  At  one  end  is  a  food  demonstration  center  and  other  equipment  which 
may  be  used  by  student  teachers  in  preparation  for  class  work  or  to  test  an 
experiment.  It  is  used  by  the  methods  classes  and  as  a  seminar  room  when  student 
teachers  and  supervising  teachers  return  to  the  campus  for  group  work  and 
discussions.  There  is  ample  storage  in  this  area.  Over- a  period  of  years,  much 
visual  aid  resources  have  been  accumulated  to  strengthen  the  home  economics 
education  courses. 
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Two  offices,  occupied  by  the  home  economics  education  instructor,  the 
secretary  and  the  assistant  state  supervisor  of  home  economics  education,  are 
across  the  hall  from  the  methods  laboratory. 

Some  new  equipment  was  added  three  years  ago  when  this  wing  was  remodeled 
for  the  home  economics  department. 

The  area  allotted  to  foods  and  nutrition  is  inadequate .  Since  it  is  in 
continuous  use,  there  is  not  enough  time  to  get  the  space  in  readiness  from  one 
class  period  to  another.  Due  to  inadequate  classroom  space,  the  laboratory 
doubles  for  lecture  purposes  also. 

The  original  space  designed  for  the  nutrition  laboratory  is  now  used  as 
a  combination  equipment  and  house  furnishing  and  furniture  renovation  laboratory. 

Costume  Design  is  taught  in  one  of  the  clothing  laboratories.  Since  this 
is  an  elective  course  for  non-majors  the  problem  of  space  can  become  acute. 

Basic  equipment  is  fairly  adequate  although  replacements  are  needed. 

References  and  printed  materials  are  in  good  supply  and  up  to  date.  The 
college  library  makes  much  of  this  possible.  Instructors  constantly  are  adding 
supplementary  materials  and  the  departmental  budget  permits  new  additions  annually. 

There  are  177  home  economics  majors.  Few  non-majors  are  enrolled  in  courses 
due  to  scheduling,  lack  of  teaching  personnel,  and  inadequate  space. 

The  nursery  school  is  on  the  first  floor  of  the  building,  but  in  reality 
is  at  a  level  equivalent  to  the  second  story  of  the  average  building.  Twenty- 
two  children,  ranging  in  ages  3-5  are  enrolled.  The  younger  children  remain 
from  9s 00  to  lls30  and  the  older  age  group  remain  from  9 sOO  to  12s 45,  receiving 
a  noon  meal  before  departure. 

Two-way  screens  make  observation  possible  with  the  observer  unseen  by  the 
children.  Enrollees  in  child  development  classes  observe  as  well  as  actively 
participate  in  the  various  activities  carried  on  in  the  nursery  school  as  a  part 
of  their  learning  experience.  A  small  out-door  play  ground  is  adjacent  to  the 
building. 
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The  home  management  house  is  housed  on  the  campus.  It  consists  of  two 
living  areas  housed  as  a  single  unit.  Each  living  area  is  planned  on  different 
economic  levels  and  all  girls  spend  a  part  of  their  time  in  each  situation. 

The  director  lives  in  the  house  and  supervises  both  the  small  apartment  type 
wing  and  the  spacious  two  floor  central  arrangement.  Emphasis  is  given  not 
only  to  developing  managerial  abilities  but  likewise  to  interpersonal  group 
living  as  a  family  unit. 

Industrial  Arts 

Classrooms  and  laboratory  facilities  for  conducting  the  program  of 
teacher  preparation  in  industrial  arts  consist  of:  (l)  one  electricity- 
electronics  laboratory;  (2)  one  graphic  arts  laboratory;  (3)  two  drafting 
classrooms;  (1)  one  woodworking  laboratory;  (5)  one  metals  laboratory;  (6)  one 
combination  classroom  and  crafts  area;  (7)  two  classrooms;  and  (8)  one  general 
shop  or  general  industrial  arts  laboratory.  Materials  and  supply  storage  rooms, 
finishing  rooms,,  a  dark  room,  and  student  storage  space  are  available.  Office 
space  is  adequate. 

Library  Science 

The  facilities  in  library  science  are  overcrowded.  Other  departments  use 
areas  designated  for  library  science  for  other  classes.  This  precludes  special 
arrangements  and  special  uses  of  these  areas  by  library  science. 

Equipment  and  materials  are  adequate  but  not  readily  available.  Curriculum 
guides  and  courses  of  study  are  filed  in  the  general  circulating  library  and  must 
be  checked  out  by  students  for  use.  This  materially  reduces  utilization  for  these 
materials.  The  collection  of  juvenile  literature  is  housed  in  a  room  used  for 
library  science  and  English  classes.  An  addition  to  the  library  has  top  priority 
and  when  completed  should  alleviate  crowded  conditions. 

Mathematics 

Laboratory,  teaching  aids,  audio-visual  materials,  and  some  periodical 
materials  are  available  for  the  mathematics  program.  There  is  a  critical  need 
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for  additional  office  and  classroom  space.  Books  and  periodicals  are  available 
in  the  central  library  for  the  college.  Plans  have  already  been  completed  and 
construction  will  begin  soon  on  a  new  classroom  building  which  will  provide 
adequate  facilities  for  mathematics. 

Music 

Facilities  are  woefully  inadequate  in  music.  In  order  to  carry  on  the  program 
in  music  education  with  the  present  student  body,  the  following  are  seriously 
needed, 

1.  Additional  practice  rooms  for  applied  music  study.  Practice  rooms 
and  areas  are  now  located  in  hallways,  anterooms,  and  all  available  space. 

2.  Additional  teacher  studios  and  office  space, 

3.  Additional  storage  space  for  equipment  and  materials. 

Science 

Facilities,  equipment,  and  materials  for  science  instruction  appeared  to 
range  from  adequate  to  excellent  with  the  possible  exception  of  individual 
research  facilities  and  time  for  research.  Secretarial  assistance  was  reported 
to  be  insufficient. 

Social  Studies 

Facilities,  equipment,  and  materials  for  the  social  studies  program  appear 
adequate.  Offices  and  classrooms  are  adequate  although  located  in  an  old 
building  which  is  to  be  replaced  as  quickly  as  possible.

GRADUATE  PROGRAMS 


STANDARD  I— OVER-ALL  POLICIES 

Preparation  of  professional  school  personnel  for  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  is  emphasized  in  the  graduate  programs  offered  at  East  Carolina  College. 

A.  Purposes  and  Objectives 

The  stated  purposes  and  objectives  are  consistent  with  the  over-all  policies 
of  the  institution o 

1.  Purpose;  The  major  stated  purpose  of  East  Carolina  College  in 
providing  graduate  programs  is  to  serve  the  need  for  such  study  in 
eastern  North  Carolina^  the  area  of  main  geographic  access  to  the 
Colle ge . 

2,  Objectives:  Statements  made  by  several  faculty  members  support  the 
intent  of  the  stated  objectives. 

a.  The  College  sets  forth  a  three-item  statement  of  the  objectives 
of  its  graduate  programs  for  professional  school  personnel; 

(1)  To  continue  the  development  of  high  quality  in  scholarship 
and  teaching  power  of  teachers 

(2)  To  offer  a  program  to  those  persons  who  wish  to  continue 
their  study  in  a  specialized  field 

(3)  To  prepare  promising  persons  for  leadership  in  the  fields 
of  educational  administration  and  supervision. 

b.  The  College  offers  the  Master  of  Arts  in  Education  degree  as  a 
professional  degree  leading  to  certification  in  one  full  year  of 
a  minimum  45  quarter  hours  credit „  leading  to  eligibility  for 
the  Graduate  Teacher's  Certificate }  in  the  following  fields.

B.  Organization  and  Administration 

The  chief  administrator  for  the  graduate  program  is  the  Director  of  Graduate 
Studies,  who  reports  directly  to  the  Dean  of  the  College.  The  directors  of  the 
departments  and  schools  offering  graduate  work  cooperate  with  the  Director  of 
Graduate  Studies  in  the  administration  of  general  policy. 

The  Advisory  Committee  on  Graduate  Instruction,  in  cooperation  with 
departmental  directors  and  deans,  develops  policies  and  standards  for  the  graduate 
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program  consistent  with  the  policies  and  standards  of  the  Policies  Committee  and 
is  responsible  for  the  graduate  program.  Recommendations  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
are  not  customarily  referred  to  the  Policies  Committee  unless  a  proposed  change 
affects  the  total  College  program.  The  Advisory  Committee  Chairman  is  the  Director 
of  the  Graduate  Division.  As  chairman  of  the  Committee,,  the  Director  coordinates 
all  phases  of  the  graduate  program;  serves  as  liaison  officer;  administers 
policies;  and  approves  for  graduation  all  candidates  for  the  master's  degree.  The 
Dean  of  the  College  appoints  one  member  from  the  faculty  of  each  department  or 
school  offering  graduate  work.  The  Dean  of  the  College ,  the  Director  of  Admissions 3 
and  the  Director  of  Extension  also  serve  on  this  Committee. 

The  College's  Advisory  Committee  on  Graduate  Instruction  is  the  means  of 
continuous  study  and  improvement  of  graduate  programs.  Subcommittees  consider 
areas  of  improvement  and  report  findings  and  recommendations  to  that  committee.

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STANDARD  II— STUDENT  PERSONNEL  PROGRAMS  AND  SERVICES 

East  Carolina  College  has  clear  policy  statements  regarding  administrative 
structure  and  procedures  in  student  personnel  programs  and  services  at  the  graduate 
level,  including:  admission;  retention;  residence,  time  limit,  transfer  and  extension 
requirements  for  credit;  student  course  load;  advisement;  records;  testing;  and 
recommending  for  certification. 

A.  Admission 

Admission  to  the  graduate  programs  of  Master  of  Arts  or  Master  of  Arts  in 
Education  is  selective  in  that  all  applicants  must  hold  the  bachelor’s  degree  from 
an  accredited  institution;  must  submit  acceptable  scores  (70th  percentile  minimum 
on  local  norms)  on  the  Ohio  State  Psychological  Examination  and  on  the  Graduate 
Record  Aptitude  Test,  and  where  appropriate,  the  Graduate  Record  Advanced  Test. 

Master  of  Arts  in  Education  applicants  must  hold  a  North  Carolina  Class  MA!' 
teacher’s  certificate,  waived  only  by  special  permission.  Candidates  for  this  degree 
in  certain  fields  must  meet  further  requirements  for  admission,  as  follows: 

1.  In  art:  an  undergraduate  major  in  art  or  in  art  education;  and  must 
demonstrate  competency  through  a  trial  performance. 

2.  In  business:  an  undergraduate  major  in  business  or  an  approved 
equivalent,  including  courses  in  accounting,  business  law,  economics, 
marketing  and  statistics;  and  must  have  a  satisfactory  score  on  the 
test  for  Admission  to  Graduate  Study  in  Business. 

3.  In  geography:  an  undergraduate  major  in  geography  or  equivalent,  and 
satisfaction  of  prerequisites  required  by  the  director  of  the  department 
of  geography. 

4.  In  music:  an  undergraduate  major  in  music  or  music  education  or  equivalent, 
including  theory  of  music,  music  history  and  literature,  applied  music,  and 
music  education;  and  must  take  a  practical  examination  for  placement. 

5.  In  psychology:  satisfaction  of  prerequisites  required  by  the  director 
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of  the  department  of  psychology;  and  must  take  the  Miller  Analogies  Test, 

6.  In  science:  an  undergraduate  major  in  science  or  equivalent;  and  satis¬ 
faction  of  prerequisites  required  by  the  director  of  the  Department  of 
Science. 

Admission  requirements  are  clearly  defined  and  are  administered  effectively. 
Exceptions  that  appear  to  merit  waivers  for  probational  admission  are  referred  to  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Graduate  Instruction  and  ultimately  to  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

Non-degree  graduate  credit  is  provided  only  in  certain  extension  centers,  except 
for  renewal  of  graduate  certificates. 

Acceptance  by  the  director  of  the  department  or  school  of  the  applicant’s  major 
is  required  for  candidates  for  admission  to  Master  of  Arts  programs,  but  acceptance 
by  such  director  of  the  major  field  is  not  required  for  admission  to  the  program 
for  Master  of  Arts  in  Education. 

A  student  accepted  in  a  graduate  program  may  not  change  to  another  without 
approval  of  both  departments  or  schools  involved  and  of  the  Director  of  Graduate 
Studies.  The  transfer  is  approved  if  the  student’s  motive  is  acceptable,  and  if 
his  qualifications  in  the  second  area  meet  admission  requirements  to  that  area,  and 
if  he  is  eligible  to  remain  in  school. 

B.  Retention 

To  remain  in  any  master’s  degree  program,  the  student  must  maintain  a  grade 
average  of  "B” .  A  "C"  earns  no  quality  points,  but  the  course  may  be  repeated; 
an  "F"  earns  one  minus  quality  point  for  each  quarter  hour  of  work,  and  the  course 
must  be  repeated  unless  the  "F"  lowers  the  average  below  retention.  With  a  satis¬ 
factory  average  for  fifteen  quarter  hours  the  gradiate  student  is  accepted  to 
candidacy  for  a  master’s  degree.  The  Graduate  Record  Examination  must  be  taken  as 
a  condition  of  candidacy,  if  it  had  not  been  taken  prior  to  admission. 

C.  Credit 

Completion  of  master's  degree  requirements  calls  for  a  minimum  of  forty-five 
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quarter  hours  of  which  at  least  half  must  be  in  courses  open  only  to  graduate 
students „  Of  the  forty-five,  twenty-seven  must  be  in  the  major  area.  For  school 
personnel,  the  major  area  must  be  in  a  field  for  which  the  candidate  holds  the  Class 
"A"  certificate,  or  is  eligible  for  the  certificate .  Also,  for  school  personnel, 
twelve  quarter  hours  must  be  in  education  including  Introduction  to  Research,  and 
six  quarter  hours  may  be  in  any  field.  A  comprehensive  examination  covering  the 
major  field  is  required.  A  thesis  is  optional  for  nine  quarter  hours  of  credit. 

The  thesis  subject  must  be  approved  by  the  major  advisor  and  by  the  Director  of 
Graduate  Studies. 

1.  Residence:  The  residence  requirement  for  a  master* s  degree  is  on- 
campus  residence  credit  for  an  academic  year  of  three  full  quarters, 

or  twelve  quarter  hours,  or  the  equivalent  in  Summer  Session  or  part-time 
registration.  The  residence  requirement  is  not  reducible  by  transfer  or 
extension  credit  accepted  toward  the  degree. 

2.  Time  Limit:  Credit  for  a  master’s  degree,  including  residence  requirements, 
must  be  earned  within  six  calendar  years. 

3.  Transfer  and  Extension:  Transfer  credit  earned  at  "B"  level  in  an  accredited 
institution  to  which  the  student  would  be  permitted  to  return  may  be  granted 
to  a  maximum  of  nine  quarter  hours  or  equivalent.  Extension  credit  may  be 
granted  to  nine  quarter  hours.  The  total  of  transfer  and  extension  credit 
may  not  exceed  twelve  quarter  hours. 

D.  Student  Course  Load 

No  more  than  fifteen  quarter  hours  may  be  taken  in  one  quarter  and  no  more 
than  nine  in  any  one  summer  term.  A  student  employed  full-time  otherwise  may  carry 
no  more  than  six  quarter  hours.  Persons  teaching  full-time  in  public  schools  may 
enroll  for  only  one  course  per  quarter. 

E .  Advisement 

Students  are  advised  on  selection  of  curricula  through  official  publications. 
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mimeographed  descriptions  of  course  requirements,  and  by  conferences  with  the 
Director  of  Graduate  Studies  and  the  graduate  advisor  in  the  major  department  or 
school.

After  an  applicant  is  admitted  to  a  graduate  program,  his  admission  records 
are  retained  in  the  central  records  office.  A  current  progress  folder  for  the 
student,  showing  admission  scores,  current  grade  reports,  correspondence  concerning 
transfer  and  extension  credits,  and  application  for  degree  candidacy  is  maintained 
in  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Graduate  Studies,  A  copy  of  the  current  grade 
report  goes  to  the  student  and  to  the  major  advisor. 

G.  Testing 

Tests  administered  in  the  graduate  program  are  described  under  the  preceding 
paragraphs:  A.  Admission;  B.  Retention;  and  C.  Credit.  The  testing  programs 
support  admission  and  selective  retention  in  graduate  education  for  professional 
personnel  in  schools.

There  is  variation  in  the  precise  assignment  of  thoroughly  competent  individual 
members  of  the  graduate  faculty  to  each  field  of  specialization  within  departments. 

The  supervision  of  theses  is  generally  done  by  members  of  the  graduate  faculty 
holding  an  earned  doctorate. 

In  the  special  service  personnel  area,  the  specific  responsibilities  of  the 

graduate  faculty  are  not  clearly  defined. 
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The  teaching  load  is  heavy  for  those  graduate  faculty  members  supervising 
theses,  those  serving  as  advisors  to  a  large  number  of  graduate  students,  or 
responsible  for  administrative  or  supervisory  responsibilities.  Enrollment  is 
large  in  some  classes,  30  to  39  students. 

Summer  school  teaching  loads  vary  from  7s  to  9  quarter  hours.  Beginning  in  the 
fall  of  19635  all  teaching  loads  (for  summer  schools)  will  be  figured  on  the  basis 
of  nine  quarter  hours.

STANDARD  V — PROFESSIONAL  LABORATORY  EXPERIENCES 
Observation  and  Experience  with  Children 
Practically  all  of  the  graduate  students  in  elementary  education  at  East 
Carolina  College  are  full-time  teachers  in  service.  This  enables  the  students 
to  coordinate  their  work  experience  with  children  with  their  college  class  work 
and  facilitates  intervisitation  of  public  school  classes.  Graduate  students  in 
elementary  education  also  visit  schools  in  the  Greenville  City  system  as  part  of 
their  class  work.  Graduate  students  in  industrial  arts  work  with  elementary  school 
pupils  in  the  college  laboratory  school  a  minimum  of  five  clock  hours  per  week  for 
twelve  weeks  and  often  choose  research  problems  involving  work  with  public  school 
students  off-campus.  Graduate  students  in  health  and  physical  education  are  re¬ 
quired  to  observe  recreation  programs  in  operation;  administer  tests  and  measure¬ 
ments;  analyze  students’  performance;  work  with  college  classes  in  adaptives  and 
correctives;  and  visit  a  hospital  for  handicapped  children.  Graduate  students 
in  music  are  required  to  work  with  children  and  teachers  in  clinics,  festivals, 
and  workshops.  Graduate  students  in  speech  and  hearing  have  helped  to  establish 
and  participate  in  testing  programs  for  the  hard  of  hearing.  All  graduate  students 
in  the  counselor  training  program  have  an  extended  work  experience  counseling  with 
secondary  school  and  college  students. 

Observation  and  Experience  in  School-Community  Relationships 
Graduate  students  are  involved  in  school-community  relationships  through 
college-directed  visits  to  PTA’s  and  other  school-community  organizations  in  local 
or  nearby  school  systems.  Graduate  students  in  health  and  physical  education 
participate  in  and  observe  community  recreation  programs. 

Participation  in  Activities  Suitable  to  Students ’  Areas  of  Specialization 
Graduate  students  in  elementary  education  participate  in  field  trips  par¬ 
ticularly  suited  to  elementary  teachers.  Some  recent  field  trips  of  this  nature 
have  been  visits  to  new  elementary  school  buildings  and  visits  to  experimental 
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elementary  programs. 

Graduate  student  in  school  law  and  school  finance  deal  with  practical  real-life 
problems  in  existing  school  systems.  Graduate  students  in  the  School  of  Business 
take  field  trips  to  business  enterprises  which  demonstrate  desirable  practices  and 
meet  specialists  from  various  business  firms. 

Graduate  students  in  English  are  required  to  perform  library  research  and 
write  papers.  Graduate  students  in  geography  have  free  access  to  the  geology 
laboratory  and  the  cartography  laboratory.  They  also  participate  in  many  field 
trips  to  nearby  farming  areas  and  other  areas.  Graduate  students  in  health  and 
physical  education  are  required  to  plan  parts  of  recreation  programs  and  help 
put  the  programs  in  operation. 

Students  in  library  science  secure  cataloging  and  referencing  experience 
in  the  college  library.  Graduate  students  in  music  are  required  to  participate 
in  performance  groups. 
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STANDARD  VI— FACILITIES,  EQUIPMENT,  AND  MATERIALS 

Facilities,  equipment,  and  materials  for  the  graduate  program  are  located 
in  the  departments  or  schools  of  the  college  which  offer  graduate  work  and  in  the 
libraryo  Those  which  are  housed  in  the  departments  or  schools,  including  those 
under  immediate  supervision  of  an  individual  staff  member,  tend  to  receive  more 
frequent  use.  Only  a  few  items  of  equipment  and  materials  have  exclusive 
application  to  graduate  level  work;  several  items,  however,  would  not  be  critical 
to  successful  undergraduate  course  offerings  and  experiences.  It  should  also  be 
noted  that  several  staff  members  commented  that  they  had  never  been  refused  the 
purchase  of  reasonable  items  of  equipment,  books,  or  materials. 

Successive  sections  of  this  discussion  are  on:  the  library,  the  curriculum 
laboratory,  office  and  classroom  space,  special  purpose  instructional  aids,  and 
physical  plant,  as  related  to  graduate  programs. 

The  Library 

The  library  is  quantitatively  discussed  under  Standard  VI  of  the  undergraduate 
program.  There  is  no  possible  differentiation  between  library  facilities  for  under¬ 
graduate  and  graduate  students.  However,  some  areas  of  library  operation  should  be 
and  are  here  presented. 

Stack  study  space  is  meager  for  graduate  students.  The  number  and  quality  of 
current  professional  education  and  general  periodicals  were  extensive.  It  seemed 
that  every  major  publication  was  on  subscription;  the  number  of  bound  volumes  also 
was  extensive.  Those  most  likely  to  be  used  by  graduate  students,  however,  were 
shelved  In  the  stacks  and  were  not  easily  accessible  or  convenient  to  use.  The 
periodical  room  shelved  only  periodicals  of  general  and  "'browsing*'  interest  while 
those  likely  to  be  mishandled  or  to  disappear  were  retained  in  the  stacks.  The 
periodical  room  seemed  to  get  more  extensive  student  use  than  the  general  reading 
or  reference  room.  The  majority  of  the  shelves  were  tilted  for  effective  display 
of  the  current  issue,  but  there  were  no  adjacent  flat  shelves  for  previous  numbeis 
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of  the  same  volume.  The  bottom  rows  of  shelving  were  flat  which  inhibited  effective 
display  and  these  and  additional  lower  shelves  have  inconveniently  placed  labels  for 
easy  search. 

The  bibliographical  references  for  graduate  student  research  were  excellent. 

Such  items  as  Phi  Delta  Kappan  Research  Series  in  Education,  Dissertation  Abstracts 
including  microfilm  of  early  issues ,  Doctoral  Dissertations  Accepted  by  American 
Colleges  and  Universities,  Psychological  Abstracts ,  Education  Index,  New  York  Times 
Ind ex ,  Ohio  List  of  Masters 1  Theses ,  and  others  were  in  the  reference  room  and 
easily  available  to  students.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  relatively  few 
inter-library  loans  or  microfilm  purchases  for  student  researchers  have  been  made. 

The  library  indicated  that  they  provided  the  postage  on  loans  as  a  normal  pattern 
and  would  purchase  the  microfilm  research  if  it  were  ordered  through  a  professor. 
Approximately  a  dozen  calls  for  this  service  have  occurred  annually. 

The  library  houses  both  audio  and  visual  materials  as  previously  cited;  and 
in  addition,  maintains  items  of  equipment  for  the  use  of  these  materials.  The 
readers  for  micro  manuscripts,  several  types  of  copying  machines,  and  several  types 
of  projectors  are  maintained  in  the  library.  Their  primary  location,  again  a  result 
of  the  general  space  deficiency,  is  in  a  crowded  corner  of  the  reference  room  which 
makes  them  inconvenient  to  use. 

The  room  which  housed  the  children’s  books  seemed  to  be  primarily  a  library 
science  rather  than  a  teacher  training  facility.  The  books  were  shelved  according 
to  standard  library  practice  rather  than  the  practical  location  factors  of  grade, 
topic,  or  interest  level;  this  would  give  it  greater  value  for  pre  or  in-service 
teachers  as  a  resource  for  training  in  reading  methodology  or  book  selection.  The 
room  did  not  include  displays  of  book  club  and  other  book  sources  which  influence 
the  teacher.  Standard  library  ordering  resources  and  lists  were  available  and  excellent 

The  North  Carolina  Room  has  excellent  potential  for  .graduate  students,  but  now 
operates  on  a  restricted  schedule.  In  the  current  press  for  space,  this  space,  both 
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shelf  and  desk,,  does  not  receive  maximum  use. 

The  Curriculum  Laboratory 

This  is  a  small  room  on  the  second  floor  (front)  of  the  library„  It  houses 
approximately  5,000  public  school  textbooks  and  also  is  used  as  an  academic  class¬ 
room.  Worktables  have  been  replaced  by  standard  student  desks,  the  mimeographed 
curriculum  bulletins  have  been  removed  to  the  regular  book  stacks,  and  the  textbook 
collection  is  not  complete  or  current.  The  books  are  shelved  according  to  standard 
library  practices  which  would  establish  it  as  a  library  science  facility  rather  than 
a  teacher  training  facility.  The  books  were  not  labeled  or  shelved  by  "on  or  not  on" 
the  State  textbook  list,  basal  or  supplementary  category,  grade  level,  and  subject 
field  which  would  make  them  more  convenient  for  education-student  use.  Many  of  this 
collection  would  be  only  of  historical  value  as  they  dated  back  over  a  twenty-year 
period;  with  present  shelving  practices  their  inclusion  interfers  with  curriculum 
study  type  use.  Its  greatest  deficiency  was  the  lack  of  teacher  aids  which  accompany 
texts — teacher's  manual,  test  booklet,  and  the  publisher's  instructional  aids  were 
not  shelved  with  the  parent  text  and  were  not  otherwise  available. 

Office  and  Classroom  Space 

It  was  impossible  to  separate  graduate  and  undergraduate  use  of  offices  and 
rooms.  In  general,  the  space  situation  was  tolerable  and  faculty  members  were 
pleasant  about  crowded  conditions  because  of  the  anticipated  construction  of  several 
additions  and  new  buildings.  Art,  business,  and  mathematics  are  particularly  dis¬ 
advantaged  in  both  office  and  classroom  space  which  will  be  relieved  when  the  new 
Education  and  English  buildings  are  constructed.  Music  is  also  much  disadvantaged 
in  teaching  space,  practice  space,  and  office  space;  this  is  expected  to  be  relieved 
with  the  construction  of  a  new  music  building.  Cooperative  scheduling  and  use  of 
classroom  space  by  education  and  psychology  has  relieved  crowded  conditions  for  them 
but  has  caused  some  inconvenience  for  individual  members  and  students  of  those  two 
departments. 
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Special  Purpose  Instructional  Aids 

Except  for  special  research  facilities  and  bibliographical  references ,  it  is 
difficult  to  identify  instructional  aids  exclusively  or  even  primarily  restricted 
to  use  in  the  graduate  program*  Much  equipment  does  receive  more  extensive  use 


by  graduate  students  and  this  is  itemized  for  each  subject  area  which  offers  major 


work  for  a  graduate  degree* 

Art:  Sculpture  studio  with  kiln,  and  welding  and  casting  facilities* 

Ceramic  studio  with  kiln,  chemistiy  area,  and  ball  and  pug  mills* 

Graphic  studio  with  lithographic  and  etching  presses  and  silk  screen 
frames  and  printer. 

Design  studio  with  floor  and  table  looms,  and  jewelry  and  enamelling 
equipment  * 

Art  history  and  art  education  slides* 

Business:  A  variety  of  office  equipment  and  machines  for  typing,  calculating, 

duplicating,  and  dictating. 

Education:  Varied  types  of  audio-visual  equipment  such  as  projectors  and 

recorders,  etc*,  used  for  instruction  in  the  undergraduate  program 
become  items  of  instruction  to  graduate  students. 

Telebinoculars,  tachistoscope,  reading  films,  controlled  reader, 
etc,,  in  the  reading  laboratory* 

Audiometers,  kymograph,  and  eye,  ear,  and  vocal  mechanism  models 
in  the  speech  and  hearing  laboratory* 


Music:  All  types  of  musical  instruments,  an  extensive  record  and  score 

library,  and  recording  and  playback  equipment* 

Psychology:  An  IBM  scoring  machine,  test  materials,  polygraph,  and  the  Holtzman 

Inkblot,  Thematic  Apperception  Test,  and  Cattell's  Intelligence 
Tests  in  the  testing  service* 

Occupational  and  career  information,  and  aptitude,  interest, 
personality,  and  achievement  tests  in  the  counseling  service* 

Social  Studies:  The  maps  and  charts  are  extensive,  and  closed  circuit  television 

equipment  is  in  four  classrooms. 


Physical  Plant 

Graduate  instruction  is  provided  in  the  same  physical  facilities  as  undergraduate 
instruction.  Several  of  the  buildings  indicate  their  old  age*  During  peak  class 
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attendance  hours ,  a  parking  problem  exists  but  the  students  seemed  adjusted  to  itj 
this,  plus  the  lack  of  litter  around  the  campus,  and  the  cordiality  evident  among 
the  student  body  would  seem  to  indicate  high  morale  and  lack  of  extreme  deprivation 
from  the  physical  plant.
